The school’s atmosphere fluc- 
tuates between carefree lazi- 
ness and pressured concent- 
ration, the variables being the 
class, the teacher and the cycle 
of work. Few enjoy the worry 
of long term assignments, 
most procrastinate and let the 
little stockpile be ignored or 
attacked. In most cases the 


malignant homework and _in- 
numerable tasks thrust them- 


selves upon the guilty student, 
and only then does the real 
work begin. The process and 
the relaxed attitudes alter into 
efficient, if not altogether in- 
depth, habits; now, instead of 


banter, reading; instead of 
games, essays—concentrated 
efforts to forestall the on- 
slaught and perhaps save 


what's left of slumping grades. 


To be truly successful, educa- 
tion must concern itself with 
the whole person. Education 
today is dominantly verbal. We 
rely on speech because we are 
never trained to communicate 
in other ways. And yet, much 
can be said without words. 
Education should involve all 
the senses. We should learn to 
use our hands and to appre- 
ciate the creative value of 
touch and of physical contact 
as an educational tool. We 
should learn to use our eyes 
for more than — superficial 
viewing. We must strive for the 
deeper, truer reality behind 


what appears to be true. We 
must go beyond sight and 
strive for insight, for “there is 
more to life than that which 
meets the eye.” We should 
learn to use our eats as they 
were meant to be used. We 
must learn to truly listen and 
thus to enhance our awareness 
and appreciation of the diffe- 
rent sensations of sound for 
the sake of sound itself as well 
as for the sake of communica- 
tion. An education of this sort 
will teach the student a greater 
appreciation of himself and of 
his world. 
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Too often the process of 
learning consists of no more 
than a continuous verbal give 
and take. We talk aind listen or, 
occasionally, we read. Minds, 
not bodies, are taught in most 
classrooms. If education is al- 
‘lowed to become simply a 
matter of reason and rationale, 
it will be inadequate, for, es- 
sentially, body and mind are 
inseparable. A sound mind is 
not possible without a sound 
body, nor is the mind capable, 
by itself, of acquiring true 


knowledge. The body has wis- 
dom to teach which the mind 
knows not. The intellect is but 
one facet of the human being. 
To be truly learned, values 
must be celebrated with all the 
facilities, sensation and emo- 
tion as well as reason. When 
this occurs, education ceases 
to be a matter of formal 
school—and becomes, _ in- 
stead, a lifetime process and 
a valuable, integral part of 
the person involved in the 
process. 
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Free School Week never got 
under way this year. It had to 
be cancelled for lack of stu- 
dent response. Though no ac- 
tual period of time was set 
aside for Free School, many 
used the unscheduled 7th pe- 
riod to take courses such as 
drawing and typing. 

Another program was the 
series of lectures which were 
held every other week during 
the second semester to ac- 
quaint students with subjects 
about which many had had no 
previous knowledge. So, 
though there was not suffici- 
ent interest to warrant a Free 
School Week, there were al- 
ternatives available to those 
who cared to take advantage 
of them. 
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This year, McLean High School 
would have been almost unre- 
cognizable to a returning gra- 
duate of several years ago. 
There is no longer a dress code 
and students wandered the 
halls in every type of garb 
imaginable. The school day 
started and ended earlier this 
year, leaving time for an op- 
tional 7th period. This period 
was used for additional help 
in regularly scheduled classes,

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Individualization seemed to be 
the key word in education at 
McLean High School this year.

The science depart- 
ment introduced several inno- 
vations in its course offerings, 
some taught under a contract 
system which permitted a stu- 
dent to choose the grade level 
at which he would work and 


some organized on a comple- 
tely self-taught basis. English 
Arts and Aspects of Survival 
were two new experimental 
courses, both which left pri- 
mary responsibility up to the 
students. The success of these 
new courses varied; some will 
be continued, some will not. 
The real success of any course 
lies with the individual, and in 
all of these courses, it was the 
individual with motivation 
who most benefited.

At Christmas time, on the trip to the Soviet 
Union, a boy said to me, ‘‘You are free.’’ With 
those three words, Alex gave me an understand- 
ing of the freedom | had taken for granted for 
seventeen years. “You are free.” Am | really? 


My idea of freedom is the absence of require- 
ments—by a school, a job, or by marital ties. It 
means no responsibilities, to anyone, because 
| am not yet mature enough to accept them. To 
me, the word implies an easy, clear life, a chance 
to do whatever | wish. Yet how can | explain all 
this to a boy—to a man of twenty six—who only 
wants the freedom to go where he pleases, 
whenever he pleases? 


My concept of liberty is so petty and ridi- 
culous when compared to the longing of a man 
to know foreign countries, to see the world 
outside. ‘| can work hard, | can find a good job, 
| can earn a lot of money,’ Alex explained, ‘‘but 
it does not matter because | will never get any- 
where, | will never leave Russia.”’ 


Freedom for me, then, must not be living 
without social commitments; it must be the abili- 
ty to decide for myself which obligation | intend 
to honor. My original thoughts were wrong, for 
no man has the right to isolate himself through 
selfishness or immaturity from his fellow man. 
Every man should be given the freedom, if not 
to completely determine his own fate, to have 
some measure of free will in choosing his destiny. 
Alex has had no say in his. | hope freedom comes 
to him before it is too late. No government on 
earth has the right to stifle a man simply because 
he longs to make his own decisions.

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SENIORS 


The character of the class of ‘72 has changed 
during the four years that they attended McLean 
High School. On the whole, as freshmen, they 
were no more or less bewildered or apathetic 
than most; but they had the distinction of having 
the first freshman Miss McLean winner. In their 
sophomore year the anti-war movement elect- 
rified the class. Some actively participated in the 
rallies; and, in the spring, an afternoon of school 
was suspended because of the Cambodian in- 
cursion. Also in that year, another member of 
the class of ‘72 was crowned Miss McLean— 
again stealing the prize from the upperclassmen. 

The political activism that began in the soph- 
omore year was transformed into others forms of 
involvement in junior year. The students pushed 
for educational reforms and modular schedul- 
ing; Free School Week was one result. . . Some 
of this activism was directed into faith and re- 
flection. But most of it was aimed at the Prom 
and its costs. The two main factions of the class 
fought bitterly over the budget. Annual class 
elections were postponed, as consideration was 
being given to the adoption of a senior council. 

The class of '72 began its senior year in the 
midst of confusion. There was still no class gov- 
ernment, and the normal patterns and _ struc- 
tures were upset. The confusion climaxed with 
college application deadlines and the SAT’s. 
Each senior became aware that an important part 
of his life was quickly ending, as he attended one 
last football game or as he ordered graduation 
announcements. 

And after four years. . . 
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Summer ended one day in September and 
school began. It would not be long before 
school would end and it would be summer 
again. In the meantime nothing stood still. 
The season came and went, the physical 
structure of the school changed, the indivi- 
duals within the school changed. No one 
theme could adequately describe all that 
went on within the school. Every individual 
who was part of it—1950 students and 110 
teachers and administrators—would find a 
different word, a different image, a different 
emotion to define the year. 

To some, McLean High School brings to 
mind a physical plant: buildings, athletic 
fields, fences, bleachers. To them, the 1971- 
1972 academic year was the year we had to 
put up with mud—inside, outside, every- 
where—as a parking lot, athletic fields and 
tennis courts were added to the school. Ac- 
cording to most, though, it was the people 
within the buildings who made the school. 
It was the experience of meeting people, of 
learning and growing with others that made 
the year what it was. At least a fourth of the 
students were preoccupied with thoughts of 
the near future when they would no longer 
be a part of the school. For them, the year 
went slowly; they were impatient and eager 
to leave. $ 

Eventually summer came; the year ended 
and the senior class moved on. McLean High 
School, which had been so important to 
them for four years, became little more than 
a memory. But that is not important be- 
cause, Come some September day, summer 
will end. McLean High School will once 
again be filled with people. It will be very 
important to those people and the group 
that has left will not matter at all.
